The report of the Colonisl Veterinary 
Surgeon (Mr C. Vivian Ladds) for the 
gaarter onding Juvo 30 was submitted as

Sir,—I have the honour to enbmit here- 
with for the information of the Sanitary 
Buard my report for the quarter onding 
June 30. 

Inspection af Cattle.—Am ploased to ro- 
port that no casea of contagious or infec- 
tious disease amongat cattle have been 
brought to my notice during this time. 

Tha aumber of cattle imported inty the 
colony from Canton for slaughtering pur- 
poses hos not been so great na ia the pre. 
vious quarter, but this falling off, I am 
given to understand, is on account of sumo 
jittly difficulty which cxista betwaen the 
potty mandarins of the district from whence 
these avimals come and the sgouts and 
dealers iu Hongkong. 

A petition representing the case has 
been forwarded by the agents and dealers, 
to the Hon. the Registrar-Goneral, who I 
understand is enquiring into the matter 

Cattle importation from the Swatow dis- 
trict haa beon largely inte:fered with by 
floods. 

In consequence of thesa drawbacks the 
quality of the cattle londed has not boon 
quite up to the. usual standard. 

Cattle Depdts.—The healtb of the animals 
cccupying theso depots has been good 
throughout. The oumber of animals 
housed therein shows a considerable de- 
creusy for this quarter on account of the 
bufure- mentioned obstruction. 

Slaughter Houscs.—I have no remarks to 
offor under this heading. ; 

Markets.—The markots aro all in a good 
state of reguir and amendment and mast of

Drainage Works.—In addition to the 
work carried ont by the owners of propert; 
of their own motion o very considerable 
ngwbor of the houses which wera found on 
ingpeotion to be in an insanitary condition 
have been re-drained at the request of the 
Board, I append ao tavular’ otatement 
showing :--

It will be observed that plans have been 
duly submitted for the re-dreinage of most 
of ‘the houses, Those for which plans 
have not yet been submitted the-owkers 
thereof bave only-beon gamparatively re- 
cently call upon to re-drain. . Some ‘of 
them have been reminded that they, have 
not yet sent in the necessary plans and no 
doubt all of them will agon submit plans in 
the usual manner.

Threo cow-keepars in 
Kau-lung, 2 Indians and 1 Chinaman, have 
given a good deal of troublo during the 
past fow months. They promised to se- 
cure sheds complying ‘with the require- 
wents to the bylave'on the subject, but so 
fur they have not dono 60. Ono of the 
Indians and the Chinaman have secured a 
iairly satisfactory shed, and if the flooring 
thereof was put in proper onder the mecos- 
sary liconco might be granted.

49 deaths have been rogistered as occur- 
ring from smail-pox. Tho total number 
of cases of sreall-pox reported during the 
seme period was 112, I am satisfied that 
eases of stuall-pox are reported much more 
readily and promptly than formerly but, at 
the same time, [ am convinced that sll 
ganas are not roported and I am inclined to 
think that deaths which have resulted from 
amall-pox aro not unfreqnently registered 
ag resulting from some other dissase. 

Inasmuch os it ishighly probable thero 
will bea roourronce of amall-pox towerda 
the end of October or beginning of No- 
vember I suggest that notices bo freely 
posted by the Regiatrar-General throughout 
Victoria and the villages calling the atien- 
tion of the people to the Juw rogarding 
vaccination and the compulsory reporting 
of all coaes of small-pox. With regard 
to the law concerning the compulsory re- 
porting of small-pox, I strongly recommend 
that the notice bo written io the clearest 
and most simple language possible and 
every care taken that there cap be no 
misunderstanding that any prosecution 
which may havo to be instituted will be for 
failure to report the disease so that such 
essistanco as ig required may, as far as 
practicable, be rendered to the person 
suffering and snch steps taken as tha 
Board may deem oscessary to prevent tho 
spread of the disease ta others. 

I also suggest that a copy of tha fotice, 
jn the form ofa small circular, bo served 
on every householder. Thie can bo roadily 
done by tha District Watchmen. My 
chief oason for reconmmonding the posting 
of tha notice and the issuing of the circular 
ig with u view to making it perfectly clear 
to tho poorer and the ignorant section of 
the Chinevo Gommanity that the object of 
the law both aa regards vaccination ond 
the compalsory reporting of avery case of 
small-pox, is their preservation from amall- 
pox, and that it is in no sense intended as a 
means of punishing poople who have been 
go unfortunate as to have smatl-pox occur- 
ring on their premises, uae 

Health Districts—Cemeteries—A beginning 
hos becn made to lay out the cemeteries 
for Chinese into tho sections réquized by 


the by-laws. Press of other work is the 
wain reason why greater progress has not 
been made with it. It ig very desirable 
that the work should be gone on with as 
rapidly as possible, moro especially of 
Mount Davis Cemetery. One or two path- 
ways are urgently needed at this Cemotery 
go that tha ground on the western slope 
may be got at by funeral parties in a 
ressonably ready manner, I am of the 
opinion that the money voted for proceed- 
ing with the laying out of the cemateries 
for tho evrrent year will not admit df thesa 
patha being made, but inasmuch as there 
will be a cousiderstle surplus under some 
of the subheads of the total vote for the 
Sanitary Wepartment, I resommend that 
anthority be asked to expend this sarplua 
money in the laying ont of the cometeries 
eithor as the estinates now stand or by 
way of a re-vote as may be considered most 
espedicnt for tho purpose of account kcep-

Sanitary Superintendent, 
PROPOSED INSPECTION LAIRS FOR CATTLE. 

The Culonial Veterinary Surgeon report- 
ed as follows on the. subject of su inspec- 
tion lair for cattle rained on 9 letter-from 
Mr W. H. Potts, tho Secretary to the 
Datry Farm Co.

Slat July, 1898. 

Sir,—I have tha honour to forward for 
tho information of the Sanitary Board the 
following roport upon the proposed -recop- 
tion loins for cattle. 

‘A.—Finding that tho present system , of 
inspection of cattle was -very imperfect I 
have upon several occasions recommend- 
ed the crection of reception laira to which 
all cattlo (or. bottor- still, all animals) 
should be conveyed directly upon landing, 
there to remain ‘until passed by a Veteri- 
nary Tuspector as free from disease. 

Tho pericd of sogrogation should ba fixed 
for at least 12 hours after the landing of the 
last animal. At the capitation of this time 
if upon examination the Inspector is satis- 
fied with the condition of the animals thoy 
should be releaged. by him with an order 
in writing, but should he have cause to 
suspect any Intent disease ho sould hava 
power to atill further detain thom for any 
period he may deem necessary. 

‘B.—The disease rinderpest boing of an 
endemic nature is only likely to be brought 
Into the colony. by imported mative cattle 
and I therefore recommend that all” im- 

orted dairy cows of European breeds’ bo 
ept distinctly apart from any native 
animals which moy be Innded for tho 
purpose of being slaughtered for human 
food or otherwist, With this objeot in 
view the importers of dairy cattle might be 
pormitted to land their animals at.the most 
convenient place and convey them direct 
to a private reception lair aituated upon 
their own promises where they should 
remain (as in the case of other ammala) in 
segragation for at least 12 hours after their 
arrival, tho Veterinary Inspector being 
notified by the owner immediately upon 
the Janding of the Jast animal, Yf upon 
examination the Inspector is satisfiod with 
the condition of the animala they should 
be released by him with an order in writ- 
ing, but should be have cause to suspect 
any latent disease bo should have powor to 
till further detain them for any period 
which he may deem necessary. Contagious 
plouropneumonia being tho only other 
Gisease which would materially affect dairy 
cattle abould next be considered, and as 
this discase (during my experience) ia only 
brought into tho colony by the dairy cattle 
thomsolves it will be understood why 
advocate separate and privato lire for this 
class of animal, au outbreak ofthis disease 
under such circumetences cleatly pointing 
to the source of infection. 

C.—It would thus be only mcessary for 
the Government to provide reception loirs 
for avimale imported into the Colony for 
slaughtering purposs only, or other thaa 


landing those animals should be restricted 
to the Canton Steamer Wharf asd Kennedy 
Town Wharf unless with permission from a 
Veterinary Inspector. From theso two 
places the animals should be conveyed

been, as my friond says, a very strong sup- 
porter to me during ths fimdé which I have 
apent amongst you ; and during that tima 
T venture to think she has done: somewhat 
also for the bencfit of tho cemmunity of 
this Settlement. (Applaue}. Her on- 
deayours, as regards education, and as re- 
ards charitics, have borne some fruit. 
hat she hea been enebled from her posi- 
tion to lead other people jnto undertaking 
their part in assisting and doing whst is 
best and what is for the good of the people 
amongst whom they are living, I venture, 
in her absonco, to say that I think sho 
may claim some of your suffcages in con- 
nection with our cateer in this colony. As 
rogards myself what can I say—if I might 
bo allowed to say it—it would be to say 
simply that I thank you from the bottom 
of my heart; and then sit down, and I 
should thas speak to you from the bottom 
of my heart, and I should speak in eloquent 
language, Yet on an occasion of this sot 
I fear such a reply might be cnsily 
underatood. Yet at the same time I wil 
not trouble you with an historical account 
of myaelf or of what haa taken place during 
my connection with the colony, fentle- 
men, f hava noticed Governors when 
entarizg upon their administration lay out 
a policy, and thoy in timate te those around 
‘them that such is the policy which is beat for 
the colony to be governed, and which they 
aro sent to administrate, It is m.- ox- 
perience that such prognostications are 
invariably falsifiod. As regerds the ter- 
mination vf a Governor's carocr it is not 
infrequont for thém’ to go through con- 
sidorable detail of the events that have 
‘taken place iu that admiuisir.tion; bot I 
J think that within ten minutcs, as it were, 
the wholo thing is forgotten. If there is 
any good in a Governor's career it requires 
no declamution from the mouth of the Go- 
vernor. If there is good, I only hope that 
you will notica what 1a good and farget the 
bad. Tbe Colony haa made great progress 
during the time I have been hero. There 
are many here who indeed know as much 
about that as I know myself; sud, os 
regards its outward appearance, as regards 
its moral welforo, its benevolent works, its 
charitnblo objects, and education great 
progress bas been made, And any one 
who might como hete might say {and a 
good many do soy) that the Straits Settla- 
ments aro a credit to the British Empire, 
(Applause). As regards the Native States, 
with which I havo beon so intimately con- 
nected, it is supposed that my ioterest in 
the Native States commenced from the 
time when J was made Acting-Governor of 
tho Straits Settlements, Beliave mo it is 
not so. Lappeal to a friend whom f have 
at the table here to-night, to bear me out 
when I say that in 1883 1 was told, whon 
made Governor, by Mr Gilfillan, that he 
hoped Ceci) Clementi Smith would take 
some interest in the Natiyo Stotee now he 
was appointed Governor. But that ignor- 
ed the intereat I had already taken. And 
Tcan tell yuu that I have done as much os 
I could do to improve the Native States, 
not dealing only with. the questions of 
policy resting with. tho Gorernor, but 
dealing with tho questions of organization 
without which it is impossible for any 
Government to succeed. Gentlemen, I 
have set before me during tho time I have 
been in public life some ideat of what a 
‘inan ought to do. I have throughout 
my career in these eastern Colonics 
been thrown into conpection with all 
sorts and conditions of men and great 
varieties of nationalities J have nover 
\forgotteu tho words of Milton ‘Lot not 
| England forgot her precedence of teaching 
: tho nations.” That { delipve should bo tho 
: motto of every publij officer. It is a mot- 
to which all'oan properly bear in ind 
and which English bear in mind when 
people working amongst heathen people, 
and which it is well for them never to for- 
get. Thero is that which 1 havo alyays 
endeavoured to bear in mind that one in 
My porition—though holding tho Queen's 
commiesion, I am a public servant and os 
such ehould seek to be in touch with.all,

Below we give Mr-Bibby'a report. for tha 
month ending August 18th, The. main 
ponte to be noted seem to bo tho ‘saddle 
formation’ of the reef in Ranb Hols, and 
the indications of a good lode at Bukit 
Koman :— : oY 

Raub Hole Section—-No. 1 level, Six 
stopee are being carried on, over tho back-of 
this level, the lode varying from 6” to 2tia 


thickness and shows gold in ‘most of the” 


atopet. . At 360 feat in from the main cross~ 
out, where the lode goea underfoot in the 
level, I opsned outa stope. The lode here 
lies alniost flat and is about 2 feet thick. 
At about 6 feet from the level I found the 
lode eplity one leg going: almost. fist to the 
west, and the other going down with an 
underlie of atout 1 in 4 to tho weet also, 
and bearing N.N.E, in.strike. I havo suck 
a winze about 10 feet on the latter, the lode 
is about 18% wide. in the bottom, and I am 
now fixing o windlasa to continue that sick- 
ing of the winze. From present sppear- 
ances, the lode appears to bo a ‘saddle 
formstion,’ and should. this prove to bo tho 
case, it will alter all my plans of working, 
and will aecount for us not getting it-in the 
bottom of No. 2 oroseout, but it will require 
farther exploration before 1 can soy what 
it will eventually make. From the present 
appearances, we have been driving our main 
lovel on what appears to be the west leg of 
the lode, the bearing of the cap or junction 
of the two legs being about N,N, Eust and 
ticing going worth, On farther dovelop- 
ment, should this prove to be so the main 
body of the lode wilt be found vast of the 
engine shnft instead of to the west whero all 
our workings hove hitherto been, 

_ No, 2 Level.—All work had to,be stopped 
in this level for want of dynamite, t is 
not my intention to reaume work here until 
I have further explored tha new formation 
of the lode in the No, 1 level, as recent’ 
dovelopments there may altor my plans in 
the No. 2 level. 

Tha lovel going south ot 68 feet in from 
the shaft bas been extended 15 feot, but 
appearances in the face are not at all 
promising. The ground has again become 
very hard and the quartz has pinched very 
small. 

Bukit Impey.—The drive at 45 feat haa 
been driven north 100 feet; there is a fairly 
well defined lode the whole distance From 
18in, to 2ft, wide, in which fair prospects 
cen be got by mortar crushing. As the air 
in the drive was getting very clase, I have 
sunk a eceond shaft 6° by 3’—116 feet 
north of the No. I shaft. 

It is my intention to continue this drive 
for some distance yet, and if the lode con- 
tinnes satisfactory to at once extend the No. 
2 crossout from the Raub Hols shaft to in- 
teresect it. Wo are acoumulatiog large 
reserves of ore in this section, as little but 
prospéoting work has yet been done. 

Bukit Koman.—The sinking of tha engine 
shaft is proceeding steadily, under great 
difiioulties, owing to the hardness of the 
ground and the heavy water which is all 
coming from overhead. The shaft is now 
down 126 feet, 14 feet having been suak 
and timbered since the date of my last re- 
port, Iam pleased to say a very important 
discovery bas been made in sinking the last 
14 feet, A body of quartz leaders bas come 
into the shaft from tha east side carrying 
good gold ; what its value may be I cannot 


yot any, os it only camo half over tho shaft | 


and now appears to be going back ta the 
east again, At no time have we out through 
them, #0 that Eoannot say what, the width 
may be, As we have only got a fow fect 


more to sink before opening out, E did not 
think it worth my whilo to open out and see 
what it wos; as itis my inteation to open 
aut and orossout both enat and west at 140 
feet, This discovery was wholly unexpeot- 
ed, os I expect to get the main lode we aro 
sinking for the west of the shaft. But the 
foot of getting gold at this depth is, I aon- 
sider, of great importance, ag it proves gold 
fies in depth even in the bardest ground, 
and I think it looka well for getting gold in 
tho main Jode when we out it. Should we 
be fortunate in gettiag ‘a gold lode at this 
depth it will add greatly to the value of the 
concession, as thia abatt ia situated about 
tho centre of tho concession and the great 
gold-bearjog helt that traverses it from 
north to south, 

There is no change in the prospecis of the 
eastera workings, from which wo aro raising 
more ore than is required. There is 2 very 
strong lode showing in the faee fully 10 ft. 
wide, There go thousands of tons hera in 
reserve, a9 we are only takiog what is re- 
quited to supplement Raub Hole and Bukit 
hopey in keeping the Battery going, .

Winding Plant for Buiit Koman Shaft. 
—The missing parts and damage done to 
this winding engine by the Bultan’s follow- 
ers at Lebok Tueh have been replaced aud 
repaired, The site for the winding plant 
aad buildings has been excavated, bed logs 
repared for foundations, popit legs fitted 
all ready to place into position, and most of 
the sawn timber for the work is aut, so that 
all will be ready for erection a8 soon as the 
sinking of the shaft is finished.
